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To  the  Haverfordwest  Borough  Council. 

Mr.  MAYOR,  MADAM  and  GENTLEMEN, 

I present  my  Report  upon  matters  relating  to  the  public 
health  in  the  Borough  for  the  year  1949. 

The  total  Population  of  the  Borough  remains  just  over  the 
7,000  mark,  and  is  approximately  the  same  as  for  the  preceding 
year.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Population  figure  for 

the  year  1894  was  6,179.  The  Borough  has  grown,  therefore, 

in  population  over  the  past  50  years.  The  Birth-Rate,  at  18.2 
per  1,000  population,  is  slightly  lower  than  the  Rate  for  1948, 
but  is  still  a good  Birth-Rate  as  compared  with  the  average 
Rate  throughout  the  Country  as  a whole.  The  Death-Rate,  at 
12.8  per  1,000  population,  remains  the  same  as  for  the  preced- 
ing year.  Whilst  one  would  welcome  a decrease  in  the  Death- 
Rate,  it  is  satisfactory  to  see  the  figure  remaining  static,  especi- 
ally as  the  Death-Rate  for  the  Country  as  a whole  has  in- 
creased. In  the  body  of  the  Report  I have  dealt  at  length 

with  the  mortality  from  Cancer  and  Tuberculosis,  and  with 

Infant  mortality.  At  Appendix  F to  this  Report  I have  given 
Death-Rates  extracted  from  Reports  of  the  M.O.H.  for  the 
years  1885 — 1895  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Death-Rate  for  1885 
was  27.0,  and  this  had  dropped  to  23.8  by  1895. 

Apart  from  Whooping-Cough,  Infectious  Diseases  were 
practically  nil.  A comparative  table  of  Notification  Rates  be- 
tween the  Borough  and  England  and  Wales,  is  given  in  the 
body  of  the  Report.  We  have  come  to  expect  the  absence  of 
Diph'heria  from  notification  lists : a good  standard  of  im- 
munity now  exists  in  all  children  of  school  age.  We  can  also 
be  thankful  to  have  missed  any  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year.  The  number  of  fresh  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  reduced  considerably  over  the 
preceding  year.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis remained  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year,  and 
accounted  for  3.1  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  In  Appendix  F it 
will  be  seen  that  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  13  per 
cent  of  all  deaths  in  1894.  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is 
pract  cally  non-existent  in  the  Borough.  It  would  be  a tragedy 
to  see  Smallbox  occurring  again  in  the  lists  of  Infectious  Dis- 
eases. To  prevent  this  I am  doing  all  I can  to  encourage  In- 
fant vaccination  and  re-vaccination. 

There  is  a country-wide  campaign  to  raise  the  general  hy- 
giene of  food,  food-handlers  and  food  premises.  In  this  con- 
nection the  Council  have  agreed  to  adopt  the  Bye-  Laws  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food  regarding  the  handling  and  distribution  of 
food.  A report  upon  the  Health  and  Clean  Food  Exhibition, 
which  was  held  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  is  given  out 
at  Appendix  E to  this  Report. 


Housing  is  probably  the  greatest  health  problem  which 
confronts  both  officials  and  Councillors.  The  Housing  Com- 
mittee, under  the  able  guidance  of  its  Chairman,  have  done, 
and  are  doing,  a grand  job  in  this  respect.  The  improvement 
in  housing  generally  may  appear  slow,  but  at  least  it  is  sure, 
and  each  year  consolidates  the  position. 

You,  as  a Council,  can  be  satisfied  with  the  state  of  the 
public  health  in  the  Borough,  in  spite  of  post-war  difficulties. 
All  the  officials  of  the  Council  are  contributing  to  the  main- 
tenance of  Public  Health  by  their  daily  attention  to  routine 
matters  in  the  various  departments. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  attention  to  matters  raised,  and  for  their  constructive 
criticism  where  necessary  : also  the  officials  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  year.

Discussion  of  Birth  Statistics. 

Once  again  there  is  a drop  in  the  total  number  of  Live 
Births  over  the  preceding  year.  This  is  reflected  in  the  lower- 
ing of  the  Birth-Rate  from  19.6  in  1948  to  18.2  in  1949.  Over 
the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a steady  decline  in  the  Birth- 
Rate  in  the  Borough,  just  as  there  is  a decline  in  the  country 
as  a whole.  There  are  several  factors  which  may  have  this 
adverse  effect  upon  the  Birth-Rate  : economics,  fear  for  the 
future,  and  increased  knowledge  of  Birth  Control  are  three  of 
these  factors.  Also  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  Housing  situa- 
tion has  an  appreciable  effect  in  restricting  the  size  of  families. 
However,  the  Birth-Rate  in  the  Borough  (18.2  per  1000  popula- 
tion), compares  favourably  with  the  County  Rate  (16.7),  and 
the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  (16.7). 

The  Still-Birth  Rate  continues  to  show  the  decline  which 
was  shown  in  the  Report  for  1948,  and  is  considerably  lower 
than  the  Still  Birth-Rates  for  the  County  and  for  England  and 
Wales.  This  is  a matter  for  considerable  satisfaction  in  the 
Borough. 

There  has  been  a great  fall  in  the  Illegitimate  Birth-Rate, 
i.e.  from  90.8  in  1948  to  22.5  in  1949.  This  new  Rate  for  1949  is 
favourablv  low  as  compared  with  the  Rate  of  50  for  the  County 
as  a whole.

Discussion  of  Death  Statistics. 

For  the  third  year  running  there  has  been  a rise  in  the  total 
number  of  deaths.  However,  the  rise  in  1949  has  been  slight, 
and  the  Crude  Death-Rate  remains  as  it  was  for  1948,  i.e.  12.8 
per  1000  population.  The  Death-Rate  in  the  County,  and  in  the 
Country,  has  risen  during  1949,  and  it  is  therefore  gratifying  to 
see  the  Borough  Death-Rate  remaining  substantially  the  same. 
One  of  the  reasons  for  the  upward  trend  in  the  Death-Rate  is 
the  growing  proportion  of  elderly  persons  in  the  community, 
hence  it  follows  that  the  mortality  figures  will  be  higher.  As, 
has  been  seen,  48.4  per  cent  of  all  deaths  in  the  Borough  were 
in  persons  of  70  years  of  age  or  more.  Each  year,  also,  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  classified  as  due  to  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Cir- 
culatory System  (which  includes  deaths  from  old  age)  continues 
to  rise.  This  is  an  additional  proof  of  the  shift  of  the  com- 
munity towards  the  older  age-groups.  The  Death-Rate  has  been 
kept  more  or  less  steady  by  reduction  in  some  of  the  more 
specific  diseases,  e.g.  Cancer. 
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The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (38.1)  has  risen  somewhat 
over  the  Rate  for  1948  (35.9).  It  is,  however,  well  below  the 
very  high  Rate  of  51.7  for  1947.  We  should  expect  a yearly  re- 
duction in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  to  correspond  with  the 
reduction  in  the  Country  as  a whole.  A study  of  the  Infant  Mor- 
tality Statistics  will  show  that  females  were  more  affected  than 
males,  and  that  all  the  deaths  took  place  during  the  first  week 
of  life;  particularly  during  the  first  24  hours  of  life. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  nil,  and  this  is  a matter 
for  satisfaction. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  Cancer  fall  into  third  place  in  the  list 
of  Main  Causes  of  Death,  due  to  an  appreciable  decrease  in  the 
number  of  Cancer  deaths.  Cancer  accounts  for  12.6  per  cent 
of  total  deaths  in  1949,  as  compared  with  16.1  per  cent  for  1948. 
The  Cancer  Death-Rate  for  the  Borough  is  1.  78.  Throughout 
the  Country,  generally,  there  is  a steady  increase  in  Cancer 
Moribidity  each  year.  It  is  therefore  gratifying  to  find  the 
figure  for  the  Borough  reduced,  even  though  this  may  be  only 
temporary.  A study  of  the  Cancer  Statistics  will  show  that 
some  50  per  cent  of  all  Cancer  affects  the  Digestive  System 
and  Alimentary  Tract : also  that  the  vast  majority  of  deaths 
take  place  in  the  age-groups  50 — 70  years.  In  spite  of  the  large 
number  of  persons  employed  in  Cancer  Research,  and  the  ex- 
penditure of  huge  sums  of  money,  nothing  of  real  value,  as  to 
the  cause  or  cure  of  Cancer  has  come  to  light.  The  only  effec- 
tive means  of  combating  the  mortality  from  the  disease  to- 
day, is  early  diagnosis  and  surgical  treatment.  Early  diag- 
nosis can  only  be  obtained  by  routine  examination  of  the  “ap- 
parently” healthy  population,  and  the  thorough  investigation 
of  vague  symptoms  in  persons  of  Cancer  age.  The  Mass 
Radiography  Service  is  of  great  value  in  detecting  early  chest 
cancer.  But  this  method  of  examination  is  primarily  for  the 
detection  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  is  therefore  confined 
to  the  chest  region.  A routine  method  for  the  examination  of 
the  Abdominal  organs  to  detect  early  Cancer,  would  great  re- 
duce the  mortality  from  this  dread  disease. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  and  Infectious  Diseases  will 
be  discussed  in  following  chapters. 

Deaths  due  to  Violent  Causes,  i.e.  homicide,  suicide  and 
accidental,  amounted  to  3 for  the  year,  and  caused  3.1  per 
cent  of  total  deaths.  This  figure  is  slightly  higher  than  that 
of  2.1  per  cent  for  1948,  but  is  still  a low  figure.  The  follow-

This  represents  a very  low  general  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease  in  the  Borough.  There  was  a mild  epidemic  of 
Whooping-Cough  during  the  winter  1948 — 49.  It  should  be 
noted,  with  satisfaction,  that  for  the  second  successive  year 
no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Infantile  Paralysis  were  notified. 

There  has  been  no  further  advance  as  regards  mass  Im- 
munisation against  Whooping-Cough  since  my  Annual  Report 
for  1948.  Field  trials  are  being  carried  out,  but  no  recom- 
mendations have  yet  been  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
A considerable  number  of  children  are  being  Immunised  pri- 
vately with  the  combined  Diphtheria  and  Whooping-Cough 
vaccine,  and  there  appears  to  be  grounds  for  assuming  that 
this  combined  vaccine  gives  fuP  protection  against  Diphtheria, 
and  a moderate  degree  of  protection  against  Whooping-Cough. 

Reference  is  made  to  Smallpox  in  the  chapter  dealing  with 
Vaccination. 

The  following  is  a comparison  of  the  notification  Rate  of 
Infectious  Diseases  for  1949  between  England  and  Wales  as  a

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  the  only  Infectious  Dis- 
ease in  the  Borough  which  exceeded  the  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  is  Whooping-Cough.

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Infectious  Diseases  therefore  accounted  for  3.1  per  cent  of 
total  deaths.  This  is  a low  figure. 

During  the  concentration  of  show  people  for  the  Portfield 
Fair  in  October,  1949,  a rumour  was  created  that  a case  of  in- 
fantile Paralysis  (Poliomyelitis)  was  suspected  amongst  the 
show  personnel.  A detailed  inspection  by  the  M.O.H.  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  failed  to  show  any  signs  of  an  Infantile 
Paralysis  patient. 

Disinfection  of  premises  for  Infectious  Disease  is  referred 
to  in  the  chapter  on  Hygiene  and  Sanitaton. 
x Tuberculosis  is  not  included,  as  a special  chapter  is  de- 
voted to  this  Infectious  Disease. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Although  Tuberculosis  is  an  Infectious  Disease,  it  is  treated 
separately  on  account  of  its  importance.  Tuberculosis  is  again 
divided  into  two  groups,  i.e.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  which 
affects  the  Respiratory  System,  and  Non-Pulmonary  Tubercu- 
losis, which  affects  either  parts  of  the  body.  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis causes  a relatively  high  Death-Rate  : on  the  other  hand 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  causes  a great  deal  of  suffering 
and  invalidism,  but  a relatively  low  Death-Rate. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Some  general  remarks  regarding  the  aetiology  and  Pre- 
disposing causes  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  given  in 
the  Annual  Report  for  1947  and  1948. 

The  following  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year: —

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  there  has  been  a consider- 
able reduction  in  fresh  cases  over  the  preceding  year.  The 
notification  Rate  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (i.e.  No.  of  cases 
notified  per  1000  population)  for  the  year  is  0.96.  A study  of 
the  age-group  reveals  that  4 of  the  7 cases  occurred  in  the 
group  5—15  years,  i.e.  school  children.  This  is  probably  ac- 
counted for  by  the  epedemic  which  arose  in  St.  Martin’s  School. 
This  outbreak  was  a tragedy  which  might  have  been  preven- 
ted. It  is  hoped  that  the  circumstances  leading  up  to  it  will 
assist  in  the  prevention  of  further  similar  occurrences.  The 
Council  should  use  all  possible  pressure  upon  the  appropriate 
authorities  to  ensure  that  persons  continually  in  charge  of 
children,  including  School-teaching  staff,  are  periodically  ex- 
amined to  ensure  freedom  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
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The  following  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis: —

Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  therefore  accounts 
for  3.  lper  cent  total  deaths.  This  figure  is  the  same  for  1948 
and  is  a reasonably  low  figure.  The  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
Death-Rate  for  the  Borough  is  0.41  per  1000  population  : the 
corresponding  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  is 
0.45.  The  Rate  for  the  Borough  therefore  compares  favourably 
with  the  County  as  a whole. 

The  preponderance,  both  of  fresh  cases  and  deaths,  in  fe- 
males will  be  noted. 

The  Chest  Physician,  his  staff  and  the  Chest  Clinic  at- 
tached to  the  County  Hospital,  have  again  during  the  year 
greatly  assisted  in  the  matters  relating  to  the  control  of  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis.

The  year  1949  was  notable  for  the  first  visit  of  the  Mass 
Radiographv  Service  for  use  by  the  general  population.  Some 
trouble  and  expense  were  gone  to  in  publicising  the  visit  of 
this  Unit.  The  results,  however,  proved  worth  this  initial  ex- 
pense. The  Unit  was  stationed  at  the  Drill  Hall  for  3 days.  A 
total  of  734  persons  attended  for  examination  : in  addition  to 
this  a large  number  of  school  children  were  examined.  Four 
definite  cases  of  Active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  query 
case  were  brought  to  light  at  an  early  stage  : all  these  have 
an  excellent  chance  of  complete  recovery  due  to  early  diag- 
nosis. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  17  cases  of  healed  Pulmon- 
ary Tuberculosis  were  diagnosed.  This  discovery  stresses  the 
fact  that  many  persons  in  the  community  suffer  from  the  dis- 
ease and  become  cured  without  being  aware  of  the  process 
The  danger  here  is  that,  unknowingly,  they  are  a source  of 
infection. 

Twelve  other  cases  of  diseases  of  the  chest  were  diagnosed, 
including  Cancer.  Such  early  diagnosis  may  prove  life-saving 
in  these  cases. 

The  response  to  this  initial  visit  of  the  Service  was  excel- 
lent, and  a periodic  visit  of  the  Unit  to  the  Borough  is  being 
sought. 

Detailed  statistics  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Service  are  given  at  Appendix  A to  this  Report. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

A short  description  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was 
given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1948. 
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The  following  fresh  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year: —

Thus  for  the  second  year  in  succession  only  1 case  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been  notified.  The  notification 
Rate  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  for  the 
year  is  0.13  per  1000  population.  This  is  a satisfactory  state 
of  affairs,  and  probably  is  accounted  for  by  the  large  propor- 
tion of  T.T.  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough. 

No  deaths  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred 
during  the  year.

For  the  third  year  running  there  has  been  no  notifications 
nor  deaths  due  to  Diphtheria  in  the  Borough. 

Both  the  Incidence  and  Mortality  from  Diphtheria  continue 
to  decrease  rapidly  throughout  the  Country  as  a whole.  Mass 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  undoubtedly  contributed 
lai'gely  to  this  reduction.  Providing  the  high  standard  of  im- 
munity can  be  maintained.  Diphtheria  should  be  almost 
eradicated  from  the  community  in  a few  years  time. 
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VACCINATION 


All  vaccinations  have  been  carried  out  by  private  arrange- 
ment between  parents  and  their  family  doctor.  The  follow-

Parents  wishing  to  have  their  children  vaccinated,  or 
adults  wishing  to  be  vaccinated  or  Re-vaccinated,  can  have 
vaccination  carried  out,  free  of  charge,  by  arrangement  with 
their  family  doctor.  The  doctor  is  re-imbursed  (on  comple- 
tion of  a special  Vaccination  Record  Card  which  is  returned 
to  the  District  M.O.H.)  by  the  County  Council  according  to  a 
scale  of  fees  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Scale 
of  fees  is  given  at  Appendix  B io  this  Report. 

Compulsory  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  was  with- 
drawn in  the  United  Knigdom  in  1949,  and  has  now  been  made 
a voluntary  act  the  same  as  Diphtheria  Immunisation.  There 
are  many  good  reasons  why  parents  should  continue  to  have 
their  children  vaccinated.  The  following  are  some  of  these 
reasons: — 

1.  Young  persons  entering  certain  professions  and  trades 
are  required  to  be  vaccinated,  e.g.  Health  Services, 
Forces,  Overseas  employment.  If  vaccination  has  been 
carried  out  in  Infancy,  then  Re-vaccination  is  a simple 
procedure*  and  produces  a good  Immunity.  If,  however, 

hese  persons  have  not  been  Immunised  as  infants,  then 
Primary  Vaccination  can  be  an  unpleasant  and  incon- 
venient experience. 

2.  Many  Countries  throughout  the  World  insist  that  per- 
sons entering  them  from  the  United  Kingdom — -whether 
on  business  or  pleasure — must  be  vaccinated  before  being 
allowed  to  enter  the  country.  Here  again  it  is  to  the 
advantage  of  such  persons  to  have  been  vaccinated  in 
Infancy. 

3.  Smallpox  is  prevalent  in  many  foreign  countries  and 
with  the  passage  of  ships  and  aircraft  between  these 
countries  and  the  United  Kingdom,  there  is  always  the 
dancer  of  the  disease  being  imported.  Several  outbreaks 
of  Smallpox  during  the  past  2 years  have  been  due  to 
this  cause.  Fortunately,  as  a result  of  the  old  Compul- 
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pulsory  Vaccination,  there  is  still  a high  level  of  Im- 
munity to  the  disease  in  the  United  Kingdom.  However, 
if  vaccination  of  infants  is  now  neglected,  a generation 
will  arise  which  is  no  longer  Immune,  and  an  imported 
case  of  Smallpox  would  then  have  wide  spread  and  seri- 
ous results.

Milk  Sampling. 

The  Scheme  for  the  general  bacteriological  sampling  of 
consumer  milk  supplies,  which  was  commenced  in  1948,  was 
carried  on  during  1949.  The  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  testing  and  reports.  The 
Methylene  Blue  and  the  b.coli  tests  are  those  performed  as  a 
routine.  The  following  is  a general  summary  of  the  result  of 
sampling  during  1949: —

hot  summer  of  1949  undoubtedly  had  a great  deal  to  do  with 
this.

Milk  Legislation. 

The  following  new  legislation  affecting  milk  came  into 
operation  on  1st  October,  1949: — 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949; 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Raw  Milk)  Regs.,  1949; 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Pasteurised  & Sterilised  Milk) 

Regs.,  1949. 

These  Regulations  were  made  jointly  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  Minister 
of  Food,  by  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  v44, 
the  Transfer  of  Functions  (Food  and  Drugs)  Act,  1948,  and  the 
Agriculture  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1949. 

The  main  points  arising  out  of  the  new  legislation  are  < n- 
umerated  in  Appendix  C to  this  Report.  The  fundamental 
change  is  that  all  matters  affecting  milk  at  Production  level 
are  no  longer  the  responsibility  of  the  District  Council,  but 
are  handled  by  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 


Conclusion. 

The  Borough  is  fortunate  in  having  a large  proportion  of 
Designated  milk  for  human  consumption.  The  milk  sampling 
scheme  has  undoubtedly  raised  the  standard  of  general  clean- 
liness of  milk,  and  is  a worth-while  procedure. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  new  Legislation  has  removed 
the  control  over  Milk  Production,  but  the  new  officers  appoin- 
ted to  this  task,  i.e.  County  Milk  Production  Officer,  and  the 
County  Milk  Regulations  Officer,  are  very  co-operative,  and 
no  doubt  will  look  after  the  interests  of  the  Borough  in  this 
respect.  Many  Local  Authorities  undoubtedly  shirked  their 
duties  as  regards  Cowshed  and  Dairies,  but  this  cannot  be  said 
of  the  Borough  Council.  The  Borough  Sanitary  Inspector  was 
assiduous  in  the  carrying  out  of  his  duties  in  this  direction. 

Distributor  of  milk  is  the  new  name  applied  to  those  per- 
sons who  are  concerned  only  with  the  retail  of  milk  for  public 
consumption.  It  is  essential  that  a Distributor  should  have  a 
proper  place  (i.e.  a dairy)  to  act  as  a collecting  and  distribut- 
ing centre  for  the  milk  which  he  sells.  This  is  not  stated  im- 
plicitly in  the  Legislation,  but  is  implied.  The  Council  should 
insist  in  every  Distributor  having  a Dairy  which  complies  with 
the  standard  desired  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


General  Statistics. 

There  is  practically  a 100  per  cent  piped  water  supply  in 
the  Borough.  Fifty-four  new  premises  (including  Council 
Houses)  were  connected  to  the  mains  during  the  year.  In  addi- 
tion there  were  10  re-newals  of  old  connections. 

The  average  daily  amount  of  water  consumed  in  the  Bor- 
ough is  294,000  gallons.  This  amounts  to  40  gallons  per  head 
per  day,  and  is  in  excess  of  the  average  figure  of  25 — 30  gal- 
lons per  head  which  is  considered  sufficient. 

Sources  of  Water  Supply. 

The  Borough  has  2 sources  of  water  f'upply: — 

1.  Crowhill  Well. 

This  is  a shallow  well  situated  on  the  western  bank  of 
the  River  Cleddau  approximately  1 mile  north  of  the  Borough. 
The  quantity  of  water  depends  upon  the  rise  and  fall  of  the 
well  and  it  is  therefore  a iluctuacing  supply.  On  an  average 
the  well  can  supply  184,800  gallons  per  day.  If  adequate  stor- 
age reservoirs  were  available  the  fluctuation  of  the  supply 
would  not  matter  so  much.  Without  adequate  storage  reser- 
voirs, however,  this  source  would  cause  serious  water  shortage 
at  certain  times  of  the  year. 

Quaiatativeiy  also  this  sou~ce  of  water  supply  is  not  very 
satisfactory.  Samples  from  the  well  invariably  show  contam- 
ination with  coliform  organisms,  often  faecal  in  type.  This 
defect,  however,  could  be  overcome  by  adequate  filtration  and 
chlorination.  The  water  is  chlorinated,  but  not  filtered,  after 
leaving  the  well. 

Another  disadvantage  of  the  Crowhill  Well  is  that  it  is 
not  a gravity  supply.  The  water  requires  to  be  pumped  to  the 
Borough. 

To  make  the  well  a satisfactory  single  source  of  water  supply 
would  entail  harnassing  the  River  Cleddau,  installing  filtra- 
tion plant  and  providing  much  more  storage  capacity  in  the 
Borough.  Fortunately  the  Borough  has  a supplementary  sup- 
ply from  Prescelly. 

2.  Presce’ly  Gathering  Grounds. 

The  Prescelly  gathering  grounds  are  situated  in  the  North- 
East  area  of  the  County,  approximately  10  miles  form  the  Bor- 
ough. The  water  from  the  Prescelly  hills  is  stored  in  an  im- 
pounding reservoir.  The  gathering  grounds  and  the  Impound- 
ing reservoir  were  formerly  the  property  of  the  Milford  Haven 
U.D.C.,  but  now  belong  to  the  Prescelly  Joint  Water  Board,  of 
which  body  the  Borough  is  a member.  The  daily  allocation  of 
water  to  the  Borough  from  this  source  is  11,200  gallons.  It  is 
hoped  that  when  additional  mains  are  laid,  and  other  work 
carried  out,  that  the  allocation  to  the  Borough  will  be  stepped 
up  considerably. 

Prescelly  water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water,  reason- 
ably free  from  contamination.  It  is  filtered  and  chlorinated, 
in  special  plant  for  this  purpose,  immediately  after  leaving 
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the  Impounding  Reservoir.  There  is  a danger  here  that  chlor- 
inationis  effected  at  too  great  a distance  from  the  Borough.  If  con- 
ination  occurs  between  Prescelly  and  the  Borough,  e.g.  work 
on  the  mains,  etc.,  this  contamination  will  not  be  effectively- 
neutralised  by  chlorination  at  source.  Some  method  therefore, 
is  necessary  whereby  Prescelly  water  can  be  chlorinated,  if 
necessary,  before  entering  the  Borough  mains.  This  fact  is 
emphasised  by  a study  of  the  Bacteriological  Sampling  (see 
later  paragraph). 

Distribution  and  Storage  of  Water. 

The  water  from  Crowhill  Well  is  pumped  up  to  2 Service 
Reservoirs  situated  at  Portlield  and  City  Road.  From  these 
Reservoirs  the  water  enters  the  Borough  mains. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports  some  water  mains 
throughout  the  Borough  ar.e  in  a bad  state  of  repair.  The  Bor- 
ough Surveyor  has  this  matter  in  hand,  and  has  already  effec- 
ted considerable  improvement. 

Water  Sampling. 

Bacteriological  sampling  of  water  in  the  Borough  is  car- 
ried out  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  laboratory 
at  Carmarthen.  The  bulk  of  the  samples  taken  are  at  con- 
sumer level,  but  occasional  samples  are  also  taken  from  Crow- 
hill  Well.  The  sampling  is  rendered  more  difficult  by  the  fact 
that  a particular  house  in  the  Borough  may  have  one  of  3 
types  of  water,  i.e.  Crowhill  Well  water,  Prescelly  water,  or 
mixed  water.  The  results  of  Bacteriological  sampling  at  con- 
sumer level  during  the  year  as  as  follows: —

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  instructed  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  take  4 consumer  samples  per  month  for  Bacterio- 
logical examination. 

The  Council  has  a contract  with  the  Public  Analyst  at 
Carmarthen  for  the  periodic  chemical  sampling  of  water.  The 
results  of  chemical  analyses  during  the  year  all  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  3 times  per 
year,  one  sample  being  taken  from  Crowhill  Well  and  one 
sample  at  consumer  level.  These  are  the  minimum  require- 
ments, to  safeguard  the  public. 

Chemical  Analysis  of  Prescelly  supply  is  carried  out  in  a 
monthly  routine  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Prescelly  Joint  Water 
Board.  These  samples  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year.

Sampling  of  ice-cream  for 
general  bacteriological  examination  was  commenced  on  a 
small  scale  during  the  year.  The  results  of  this  sampling  were 
such  that  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  amount  of  sampling 
during  1950,  and  to  insist  on  the  high  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  hygiene  in  all  ice-cream  premises.

Conclusions. 

The  Housing  Programme  of  the  Council  improved  greatly 
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during  1949.  There  were  42  permanent  houses  completed  as 
against  20  in  1948.  Also  the  taking  over  of  an  extra  site  at 
Withybush  provided  a further  19  units  for  re-housing.  The 
demand  for  re-housing,  however,  is  still  as  great  as  ever,  and 
there  are  still  many  urgent  cases  in  the  Borough.  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  intensified  Housing  Programme  will 
be  carried  on  into  1950. 

There  are  many  areas  of  the  Borough  in  which  the  state 
of  Housing  is  so  bad  as  to  constitute  appalling  living  condi- 
tions as  well  as  detracting  from  its  appearance.  The  only  way 
of  dealing  with  these  areas  is  to  treat  them  as  Clearance  areas, 
i.e.  re-housing  of  occupants,  and  demolition,  followed  by  re- 
building. These  areas  should  be  scheduled  and  listed  accord- 
ing to  priority,  so  that  when  the  tirre  is  opportune  work  can 
be  commenced  straight  away. 

On  the  old  hutted  site  at  Prospect  Place  only  one  hut  re- 
mains. This  hut  is  far  from  satisfactory  as  permanent  living 
premises,  and  should  be  removed  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Statistics  there  are  20  Demoli- 
tion Orders  outstanding.  An  effort  should  be  made  to  clear  up 
these  outstanding  cases. 

There  is  a serious  degree  of  overcrowding  in  the  Borough. 
This  constitutes  a potential  danger  to  the  Public  Health.  In 
these  cases  where  re-housing  to  abate  overcrowding  is  refused, 
pressure  should  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  persons  concerned. 

With  the  increasing  rentals  of  Council  houses  a less  needy 
section  of  the  community  is  being  re-housed.  This  defeats  the 
object  of  the  Housing  Acts,  and  is  a very  real  problem. 

Owners  of  Category  3 or  4 houses  should  be  encouraged  to 
make  full  use  of  the  financial  assistance  available  through  the 
New  Housing  Act  of  1949.  If  these  properties  can  be  brought 
up  to  required  standards  now,  it  will  automatically  ease  the 
future  housing  problems.  The  time  and  place  notice  is  the 
most  useful  weapon  possessed  by  the  Council  to  stimulate 
owners  to  carrv  out  major  repairs.  More  effort  in  this  direc- 
tion is  required. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

There  are  148  premise  in  the  Borough  registered  under  th<- 
heading  of  Factories  and  Workshops  : the  majority  of  there 
fall  under  the  heading  of  Workshops. 

Approximately  215  inspections  of  these  premises  were  car- 
ried out  during  the  year.  Four  written  notices  were  served 
for  improvement  to  premises.  Chief  defects  reported  were 
general  lack  of  cleanliness,  and  inadequate  sanitary  accommo- 
dation. 
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It  is  estimated  that  there  are  11  Outworkers  in  the  Bor- 
ough : only  one  of  these  was  notified  to  the  Council. 

The  standard  of  working  conditions  still  leaves  room  for 
much  improvement  in  the  Borough.  Also  there  is  a great  deal 
of  slackness  in  the  application  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops 
Act.  Failure  to  enforce  Statutory  duties  may  result  in  the 
loss  of  jurisdiction,  by  the  Council,  of  these  premises.  The 
notification  of  Outworkers,  and  the  Granting  of  Fire  Certifi- 
cates, are  two  matters  which  need  tightening  up. 

The  Duties  of  the  District  Council  under  the  Factories  Act 
of  1937  were  given  at  Appendix  D in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1948.

The  chief  nuisances  were  Defective  drains  (23)  and  keep- 
ing of  animals. 

During  1949  certain  nuisances  arose  due  to  Council  House 
tenants  keeping  pigs.  As  permission  of  the  Council  was  not 
given  to  keep  pigs,  the  persons  concerned  were  ordered  to 
cease  keeping  pigs  after  those  already  on  hand  had  been  killed. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Tri-weekly  collections  of  refuse  are  carried  out  in  the  Bor- 
ough, using  3 refuse  lorries.  The  refuse  is  disposed  off  by  tip- 
ping on  the  Salting’s  Banks  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  River 
Cleddau,  just  south  of  the  Borough.  The  tipping  is  not  fully 
controlled,  which  leads  to  excessive  rat  infestation,  and  other 
nuisances. 

The  usefulness  of  the  present  tip  is  rapidly  coming  to  an 
end.  Tt  would  be  advisable  to  consider  an  alternative  tipping 
site,  if  tipping  is  to  be  the  future  policy  for  disposal  of  refuse. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

Two  premises  were  disinfected  following  infectious  dis- 
eases during  the  year.  Eleven  premises  were  disinfected  for 
cockroaches,  and  bugs. 

Rodent  Control.

In  addition  to  the  above  it  is  intended  to  have  an  All  Pur- 
poses Public  Convenience  (Male  and  Female),  erected  in  the 
Car  Park  during  1950. 

During  the  Portfield  Fair,  October  1949,  a temporary  urinal 
was  erected  over  a street  gully.  Whilst  not  being  ideal,  this 
urinal  relieved  to  a great  extent  the  nuisance  generally  aris- 
ing during  the  time  of  the  Fair.  I therefore  recommend  that 
the  Surveyor  be  requested  to  erect  a similar  structure  for  the 
1950  Fair. 

Offensive  Trades. 

During  the  vear  the  production  of  fish-meal  was  carried 
on  at  the  Ex-P.O.W.  Camp,  Portfield.  The  M.O.H.  advised  the 
Council  that  this  was  an  Offensive  Trade  and  that  it  could 
onlv  be  carried  on  by  Registration  as  such.  The  Proprietor 
was  summoned  to  the  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  car- 
rying on  an  Offensive  Trade  without  registration.  The  Council 
lost  the  case.  In  spite  of  this  decision  by  the  Court  the  M.O.H. 
maintains  that  this  is  an  Offensive  Trade  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Street  Cleansing. 

Street  Cleansing  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
Surveyor’s  Department.

The  Borough  has  one  major  Sewerage  Scheme,  whereby

at  high  tide.  At  present,  however,  sewage  is  discharged  ir-

1.  It  is  not  comprehensive,  i.e.  only  sewers  part  of  the

give'  rme  to  nuisance  and  danger  to  Public  Health. 

3.  The  sewers  are  relatively  old  and  are  not  efficient,  with 
subsequent  nuisance  from  smell,  etc.,  in  various  part  of 
the  Borough. 

A satisfactory  Sewage  Disposal  System  is  fundamental  to 
the  future  development  of  the  Borough.

The  number  of  Active  Tuberculosis  cases  was  reasonably 
low  for  the  number  examined.  The  average  percentage  is 
usually  in  the  region  of  .8  to  1 per  cent.  However,  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  only  approximately  10  per  cent  of  popula- 
tion attended.  Also  it  is  probable  that  many  persons,  most 
likely  to  have  Tuberculosis,  failed  to  attend  because  of  fear  or 
for  economic  reasons. 


Apart  from  Tuberculosis,  it  will  be  appreciated  that  many 
other  conditions  are  detected  by  M.M.R. 


Whilst  the  total  number  examined  was  small,  a start  has 
been  made,  and  it  is  expected  that  increasing  numbers  will 
take  advantage  of  this  Service  each  year. 
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APPENDIX  B 

Scale  of  Fees  laid  down  by  Minister  of  Health  for 
Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  the  British  Medical  Association 
and  the  County  Councils  Association  agreed  on  the  following 
scale  of  fees  to  be  paid  to  general  practitioners  for  vaccina- 
tion and  immunisation: — 

“A  fee  of  live  shillings  shall  be  paid  to  such  a practitioner 
by  the  local  Health  Authority  on  receipt  of  a record  in  the 
standard  form  of  the  vaccination  or  immunisation  of  a person 
on  the  list  of  those  to  whom  the  practitioner  is  providing  gen- 
eral medical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act : that  as  regards  smallpox  vaccination  the  fee  will 
be  payable  when  a record  is  received  showing  either  that  the 
first  injection  resulted  in  successful  vaccination  or  that  an  un- 
successful first  injection  was  followed  by  a second  attempt  (as 
provided  for  on  the  record  card),  whether  the  second  attempt 
proved  successful  or  not : and  that  as  ergards  diphtheria  im- 
munisation the  payment  of  the  fee  will  apply  as  respects  the 
complete  process,  normally  involving  two  injections,  and  also 
as  respects  the  administration  of  a boosting  dose  of  prophylactic 
given  to  a person  primarily  immunised  at  an  earlier  age.  It  is 
proved  successful  or  not  : and  that  as  regards  diphtheria  im- 
munisation at  sessions  arranged  by  a local  Health  Authority 
for  which  it  may  employ  a general  practitioner,  the  recognised 
scale  of  sessional  fees  shall  apply,  namely,  a composite  fee  of 
forty-five  shillings  for  sessions  lasting  normally  from  \\  to  2J 
hours,  and  a composite  fee  of  thirty  shillings  for  sessions  not 
normally  exceeding  one  hour.” 

Payment  on  this  basis  in  respect  of  records  of  vaccination 
and  immunisation  to  come  into  effect  as  from  5th  July,  1948. 
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APPENDIX  C 


Main  Points  arising  out  of  new  Milk  Legislation 
Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944 

The  Minister  of  Health  and  the  Minister  of  Food  acting 
jointly  in  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  on  them  by  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  as  amended  by  the  Food  id  Drugs 
(Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  made  the  following  Regula- 
tions:— 

(a)  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949. 

(b)  (1)  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regu- 

lations 1949. 

(2)  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations  1949. 

(a)  As  and  from  the  first  day  of  October  1949,  the  new  re- 
gulations provide  for  the  registration  by  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  of  dairy  farms,  and  of  persons  carry- 
ing on,  or  proposing  to  carry  on,  the  trade  of  a dairy  farmer. 
Prior  to  the  first  of  October,  all  registrations  were  carried  out 
by  the  Local  Authority.  The  new  regulations  provide  also  for 
the  refusal  or  cancellation  of  any  such  registration  by  the 
Minister  if  in  his  opinion,  having  regard  to  conditions  existing 
at  the  premises  to  be  registered,  the  regulations  cannot  be 
complied  with.  These  are  powers  which  were  not  enjoyed  by 
the  Local  Authority  in  the  case  of  a wholesale  producer  of 
milk. 

Section  8 of  the  Regulations  provide  for  the  registration 
of  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms  and  of  distributors  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

Provisions  with  regard  to  infection  of  milk  are  contained 
in  Section  18  and  subsequent  sections.  It  is  the  duty  of  every 
person  having  access  to  milk  or  to  milk  churns  in  or  about  any 
registered  premises  as  soon  as  he  becomes  aware  that  he  or 
any  other  member  of  his  household  is  suffering  from  any  noti- 
fiable disease,  to  notify  the  occupier  of  such  premises,  and  the 
occupier  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  district  in  which  the  premises  are  situated.  On  the 
other  hand  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  when 
he  becomes  aware  that  any  person  is  suffering  from  notifiable 
disease  who  is  employed  on  registered  milk  premises  : and 
having  access  to  the  milk  or  to  any  milk  receptacles,  he  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  occupier  of  the  premises.  The  regula- 
tion provides  for  the  examination  of  persons  suspected  of  suf- 
fering from  a disease  liable  to  cause  infection  of  milk.  Where 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  satisfied  that  any  person  is 
suffering  from  disease  caused  by  the  consumption  of  milk  sup- 
plied within  the  district  from  any  registered  premises  or  that 
the  milk  at  any  registered  premises  within  the  district  is  in- 
fected with  disease  communicable  to  man  he  may  by  notice 
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in  writing  to  the  occupier  require  that  no  milk  from  those  pre- 
mises be  sold  unless  it  has  been  treated. 

(b)  (1)  All  producers’  licenses  granted  under  “the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations”  shall  after  the 
1st  October  be  granted  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  After  1st  October,  1954,  the  special  designation 
“Accredited”  will  no  longer  be  permitted  to  be  used,  and  after 
1st  October,  1957,  the  special  designation  “T.T.”  may  only  be 
used  in  respect  of  milk  from  a herd  which  is  on  the  Register 
of  Attested  Herds  kept  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

Dealers  licences  and  supplementary  dealers  licences  are 
issued  by  Local  Authorities  which  authorises  the  holder  to 
use  the  special  designation  in  respect  of  such  milk. 

(b)'  (2)  The  Milk  (Special  designation)  (Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations  re-enact  with  amendments  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  1936  to  1948,  so  far 
as  they  relate  to  pasteurised  milk,  and  provide  for  a new 
special  designation  “sterilised  milk.”  Pasteurised  milk  may  be 
heated  to  a temperature  between  145  degrees  F and  150  degrees 
F for  a period  of  30  minutes,  or  to  a temperature  of  161  degrees 
F or  above  for  a period  of  at  least  15  seconds,  before  it  is  cooled 
to  a temperature  not  exceeding  50  degrees  F,  or  it  may  be 
heated  to  other  temperature  for  such  a period  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Minister  of  Food. 

Sterilised  Milk  is  required  to  be  filtered  or  classified, 
homogenised  and  heated  in  bottles  to  a temperature  not  below 
212  degrees  F for  such  a period  as  to  ensure  that  it  will  comply 
with  a prescribed  test. 

Licences  in  respect  of  pasteurising  and  sterilising  estab- 
lishments will  be  issued  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  i.e. 
in  the  case  of  this  District — the  County  Council,  but  district 
Councils  will  continue  to  be  responsible  for  all  other  licences. 

Fees  for  licences  have  been  dispensed  with. 

General. 

With  the  co-operation  of  all  authorities  responsible  for  the 
production,  treatment  and  distribution  of  milk,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  regulations  referred  to  will  be  administered  in  such 
a way  as  to  provide  the  public  with  a safe  and  pure  com- 
modity.

HAVERFORDWEST  CIVIC  HEALTH  EXHIBITION 


A Civic  Health  Exhibiton  was  held  in  the  Market  Hall, 
Haverfordwest  for  the  four  days  August  30th  to  September 
2nd,  1949.  The  Exhibition  was  sponsored  by  the  Haverford- 
west Borough  Council  and  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District 
Council,  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  (Infestation  Control  Division). 

Details  of  Exhibits. 

The  central  exhibit  was  a mobile  film  unit  belonging  to 
the  Infestation  Control  Division,  which  continuously  showed 
a series  of  films  dealing  with  Rodent  Control,  during  the  run- 
ning of  the  exhibition.  A series  of  4 to  5 films  were  shown  in- 
cluding a comic  colour  strip  depicting  the  story  of  the  Pied 
Piper  of  Hamelin. 

For  the  convenience  of  other  exhibitors  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  supplied  a standard  type  of  stall, 
approximately  10’  by  5’  from  front  to  back,  and  8’  high.  The 
sides  and  back  of  the  stall  were  covered  with  green  hessian. 
Exhibitors  requiring  more  space  than  that  provided  by  one 
stall  were  given  two  or  more  stalls  placed  side  by  side.  It 
will  be  seen  therefore  that  one  standard  stall  takes  up  an 
area  of  50  sq.  feet,  two  stalls  100  sq.  feet,  etc.

Control  Division,  gave  a lecture  upon  various  aspects  of  Rod- 
ent Control. 

The  Haverfordwest  Boy  Scouts  gave  a Gymnastic  Display 
during  the  Exhibition. 

Organisation  of  the  Exhibition. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  requested  to  organise 
the  Exhibition,  and  to  act  as  a Control  Office  for  the  co-ordina- 
tion of  all  those  taking  Dart  in  the  exhibition.  To  assist  in 
this  work,  and  to  give  official  weight  to  decisions  reached,  an 
Exhibition  Committee,  consisting  of  members  and  officials  of 
the  Councils  concerned  was  formed.  Also  in  this  Committee 
outside  bodies  were  represented,  e.g.  P.A.E.C.,  County  Council, 
Chamber  of  Trade,  etc.  An  official  from  the  Infestation  Con- 
trol Division  attended  each  meeting  of  the  Exhibition  Com- 
mittee to  give  advice  on  matters  arising,  particularly  financial 
matters.  The  Mayor  of  Haverfordwest.  Coun.  L.  T.  Fisher, 
acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  Three  meetings  of  this 
Committee  were  held,  two  in  June  and  one  in  August. 

The  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County  of  Pembrokeshire  was 
requested,  and  consented,  to  open  the  Exhibition. 


Publicity. 


Publicity  was  given  to  the  Exhibtion  by  the  following 
methods: — 

1.  Press  Advertisements. 

Special  notices  regarding  the  Exhibtion  were  inserted  in 
the  Local  Press  for  3 weeks  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Ex- 
hibition. The  cost  of  that  was  borne  by  the  Infestation  Con- 
trol Division. 

2.  Posters. 

Special  Posters  were  prepared  locally  for  display  in  shop 
windows,  and  other  public  places.  The  cost  of  these  was 
borne  by  the  Infestation  Control  Division. 

3.  Bus  and  Car  Notices. 

Special  notices  for  display  in  buses  and  cars  were  pre- 
pared locally.  The  cost  of  these  was  borne  by  the  Infestation 
Control  Division. 

4.  Street  Banners. 

The  Infestation  Control  Division  supplied  the  necessary 
number  of  street  banners. 

5.  Mobile  Loudspeaker. 

This  was  employed  during  the  running  of  the  Exhibition. 
Cost  borne  by  the  Infestation  Control  Division. 

6.  Special  Invitation  Cards. 

A small  Sub-Committee  was  set  up  to  decide  the  distribu- 
tion list  for  Special  Invitation  Cards.  Approximately  80  such 
cards  were  sent  out.  The  Local  Councils  bore  the  cost  of  these. 

7.  Programmes  of  the  Exhibition. 

A double  folder  Programme  of  the  Exhibtion  was  prepared 
locally.  This  gave  details  of  the  Exhibition  and  opening  Cere- 
mony on  the  front  piece.  The  centre  pages  contained  a list  of 
exhibits  and  exhibitors.  The  back  page  contained  information 
as  to  Special  Features.  Approximately  1000  programmes  were 
prepared  locally  and  handed  out  to  visitors  attending  the  Ex- 
hibition. The  cost  of  these  programmes  was  borne  by  the  In- 
festation Control  Division. 

Opening  Ceremony. 

The  opening  Ceremony  was  performed  at  2.30  p.m  on  thQ 
1st  day  of  the  Exhibition.  The  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  Counts 
opened  the  Exhibition  supported  by  the  Mayor  of  Haverford- 
west, and  the  Chairman  of  the  Rural  District  Council,  and  by 
the  Director  of  the  Infestation  Control  Division. 

A special  platform  was  erected  for  the  opening  Ceremony. 
The  platform  was  florally  decorated  by  the  Garden  Sh  p 
Haverfordwest,  free  of  charge. 
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The  Platform  Party  consisted  of  the  above  mentioned  per- 
sons together  with  the  Chairmen  of  Health  Committees,  the 
Clerks  of  Councils,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  their 
ladies. 

Following'  the  opening  Ceremony  light  refreshments  were 
provided  for  holders  of  special  invitation  cards.  This  cost  was 
borne  by  the  local  Councils. 

Construction  of  the  Exhibition. 

The  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Tuesday  so  that  exhibitors 
could  have  the  Monday  for  setting  up  their  exhibits.  The  In- 
festation Control  Division  had  the  skeleton  stalls  erected  by 
10  a.m.  Monday  morning.  To  do  this  they  worked  during  the 
Saturday  and  Sunday  previously.  This  is  the  usual  practice. 
For  general  construction  of  the  stalls  and  preliminary  work 
the  Infestation  Control  Division  required  the  assistance  of  ap- 
proximately 7 Council  employees.  The  work  involved  work- 
ing overtime  and  Sunday  work.  The  extra  cost  of  wages  of 
Council  employees  fell  upon  the  Local  Councils. 

At  the  close  of  the  Exhibiton,  at  8 p.m.  on  Friday  evening, 
exhibitors  commenced  the  removal  of  their  exhibits.  The  In- 
festation Control  Divison  worked  through  the  night  to  dis- 
mantle the  stalls. 

Conclusion. 

The  Exhibition  was  surprisingly  successful.  There  was  a 
steady  stream  of  visitors  during  the  4 days  for  which  it  ran. 
An  approximate  count  taken  by  the  Mobile  Film  operator  re- 
vealed that  7,000  persons  had  seen  the  film  show. 

Every  stand  and  exhibit  had  its  share  of  public  interest. 
The  models  of  the  new  Schools  to  be  built  in  Pembrokeshire, 
which  were  on  view  at  the  County  Architect’s  stand,  attracted 
much  interest.  The  Road  Safety  stand  was  excellent.  In  fact 
all  the  stands  and  exhibits  were  well  worth  seeing,  and  a les- 
son was  to  be  learnt  from  each  of  them. 

The  approximate  cost  to  each  of  the  Councils  for  the  whole 
Exhibition  was  £40.

Causes  of  Death. 

In  1894  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  13  per  cent  of  all  deaths. 
Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  Pleurisy  were  all  well  up  in  the 
list  of  Causes  of  Death.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Cancer 
was  not  mentioned  as  a cause  of  death  : the  reason  for  this 
was  because  it  was  not  diagnosed  at  that  time.  During  t>  e 
years  1885  to  1895  the  causes  of  death  include  diseases  ike 
Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  etc.,  which  to-day 
are  very  rare  causes  of  death. 

Miscellaneous. 

As  far  back  as  1894  the  M.O.H.  was  concerned  about  the 
keeping  of  pigs  in  domestic  premises,  and  requested  a Bye- 
Law  to  deal  with  this  question. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1894  was  given 
as  6,179.
